In the Office Action, the Examiner issued a Restriction Requirement, and stated that 
restriction to one of the following inventions is required: 

Group I : Figs. 1-13 and 15a- 19 corresponding to claims 1-14 and 17-26. 

Group II : Fig. 14 (a) corresponding to claim 16. 

Group III : Fig. 14(b)corresponding to claim 15. 
Applicants hereby elect Group 1. Figs. 1-13 and 15a-19 corresponding to claims 1-14, and 17-26 
with traverse. 


The difference between each Group is the position of mounting holes on the tag holder. 
In Group I, the mounting holes are on the bottom, in Group II, they are on the side, and in Group 
III, they are on the top. Merely moving the mounting holes does not make each embodiment 
patentably distinct. Different mounting hole positions are provided to accommodate different 
mounting positions, they do not add or change the functionality of the tag holder, which is to 
securely hold a tag on a motorcycle. 

Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that all outstanding issues with respect to the 
present application have now been overcome and the present application is now in condition for
